Grayling is well known as a 

place for canoeing and fishing.

for culture and refinement? 
Maybe not yet, but one local 
dance instructor has spent 28 
years proving that many 
GrayJing youth are imbued with 
culturally expressive talent that 


is on par with some of the best ~ 


dancers in the world. 

With 37 first place wins in 
interstate dance competitions last 
year and numerous students tak- 
ing on prestigious professional 
dance careers, the Louise 
Tournaud School of Dance has 
had nothing but success in 
demonstrating that young people 
in this community are more than 


_ capable of standing alongside the 


very best. 

“The bottom line is, they’re 
doing what they love,” said 
Louise Tournaud, owner and sole 
instructor at her dance school.

Tournaud was a highly 
qualified and certified instructor 
and, at the time, she was the only 
classical dance instructor in the 
area,

“That’s my biggest thing, just to teach self-confidence,” said Tournaud. 


“To open a dance studio here 
was a really big challenge. It was 
a really big step for me,” said 
Tournaud. After 15 years of 
teaching, she built her own studio 
on Knight Street. Throughout 
the years, her dedication to offer- 
ing the most comprehensive 
instruction possible has remained 
strong. 

“Here, .I give (students) an 
education,” said Tournaud. Her 
students are required to learn the 
names of various moves and 
techniques, which include many 
French and Russian words. 

This education clearly seems 
to pay off for her students. Just a 
few of her successful pupils from 
Grayling and the auToungine 
area include " Steptianic 
Hindmarsh, successful actress 
and dancer, Mika Fijolek, fitness 
instructor, Keyna Kerekes, pro- 
fessional singer, Shawn Lovely, 
Texas A&M pom-pon coach and 
studio owner, Grethcen Brown, 
New York dancer, Jill St. 


Germain, scholarship recipient 
from Interlochen and Boston 


Conservatory of the Arts and pro- 


fessional ballerina, Brandi 
McClain, aerobics instructor and 
assistant dance instructor for the 
University of Michigan, and 
Krista McDonald, studio owner. 

“All the big people in the 
industry know me,” — said 
Tournaud, 

She notes that in the 28 years 
she has been in the business, 
employment opportunities for 
talented professional dancers 
have increased overall, At the 
same time, so has the number of 
youth seeking these positions. 

“Even your singers have to be 
dancers anymore,” 
Tournaud. Dance itself has also 
changed since she got started. 

“When street dance started in 
1990, it was just called street 
dance. Now it’s called hip-hop,” 
said Tournaud. Today, hip-hop is 
so popular that it is the only kind 
of dance that many kids are inter- 


said © 


ested in learning. 

“The style’s not what it used to 
be,” said Tournaud, Not too long 
ago, many dance professionals 
were concerned that classical 
ballet would disappear altogeth- 
er, Today, however, dance seems 
to be slowly returning to its 
roots. 

“I think that we’re going to 
move back to (classical dance) 
because (hip-hop) has gone as far 
as it can go,” said Tournaud. “It 
needs to go back to beautiful 
expression.” 

Whatever additional trends 
emerge, Tournaud will be pre- 
pared, as she teaches all forms of 
dance. This can only be good 
news as this art form. continues fo 
grow. in popularity.

There are many ways to expe- 
rience the great Michigan out- 


doors. Some bike. Some hike. 
Some paddle. Others do all 


three, with a running clock and - 


limited provisions. Those who 
fall into this last category call 
themselves adventure racers. 


Starting on June 2, a total of. 


43 ‘teams of men and women 
attempted one of the most gru- 
eling adventure races in the 
state: the Michigan 2005 Coast 
2 Coast, sponsored by Infiterra 
Sports, which led the competi- 
tors from the shores of Lake 
Michigan in Frankfort all the 
way to Oscoda and Lake Huron, 
with Grayling as the halfway 
mark, 

“We’ve been working on it 
for almost two years,” said 
Chad Swander, a Grayling resi- 
dent and one of the event orga- 


nizers. Swander was one of five 


co-directors for the race, The 
other four directors work. for 
Infiterra Sports. The event was 
made possible by over 30 dedi- 
cated volunteers from across 
the state. 

About nine competitors were 
from Crawford and nearby 
counties. About half the field 
was from out of state, with 
competitors travelling all the 
way from places like California 
and Canada to participate. 

“Tt was definitely an adven- 
ture,” said Bob Smith, a com- 
petitor on the AuSable River 
Rats team and a Roscommon 
resident. Smith works locally at 
the Bicycle Shop in downtown 
Grayling. 

“We're all veterans of the 
(Canoe) Marathon so we all 
know what suffering feels like,” 
said Smith, 

The River Rats are an all 
local team, including Smith, 
Jason Snell, Brenda Carlson 
and Fred Mills. They finished 
in a very respectable tenth place 
position, 

“Teams had to actually start 
in the water,” said Swander. 
After that, adventures travelled 
approximately 120 miles on 
mountain bikes, 60 miles in 
canoes and 41 miles navigating 
thick forests on foot with a map 
and compass. With the addition 
of a short running segment, the 
race was 235-240 miles with 
correct navigation. 

Correct navigation was 
essential for adventurers to suc- 
ceed, due to another interesting 
fact about this particular hobby: 
participants have no idea where 
they are going. Adventure rac- 
ers are given coordinates for 
each checkpoint one at a time as 
they proceed through the race. 

It is because of this secrecy 


that most Crawford County res- . 


idents had no idea what was 
going on two weekends ago 
when teams of mountain bikers 
stormed the streets of Grayling 
‘and encampments started crop- 
ping up at Penrod’s Canoe 
Livery. Not even the racers 
themselves knew that they 
would be visiting this town. 
Some checkpoints can be as 
obscure as a flag on a tree. This 
means that racers must be keen

navigators. If a team misses a | 


checkpoint or doesn’t make the | 


cutoff time, they’re out. 
“Trekking through Big Devil 
Swamp was the hardest,” said 
Smith. “It was just really thick 
going.” 
From the beginning of the 
race, three teams emerged as 


clear leaders: Eastern Mountain, 


Sports, Canadian Hardsports 
and Absolute Endo, a team 
which included Grayling’s own 
Justin Andre, director. of the 
Grayling Recreation Authority. 

“The lead changed a bunch of 
times,” said Andre. It was clear 
that one of these three teams 
would be the winner. 

“That was pretty much 
expected,” said Swander. “The 
unexpected part was how fast 
these three teams actually were 
and how quickly they got away 
from the rest of the pack.” 

Andre said that his knowl- 
edge of the local area didn’t 
afford his team any real advan- 
tage on the Grayling segments 
of the competition, due to the 
secretive nature of the race. 

“We were in it to win; we 


wanted to do well,” said Andre. 


In the end, Andre and the rest 
of team Absolute Endo got their 
win, paddling past the finish 
line in Oscoda at 1:35 a.m, 
Saturday morning, after racing 
for 42 hours and 35 minutes, 
never pausing once for sleep. 

“Your mind starts playing 
tricks on you,” said Andre of the 
extreme sleep deprivation that 


sets in toward the end of the. 


race. Andre mentioned seeing 
stumps that weren’t there in the 
final canoeing segment. A 
steady diet of caffeine kept him 
and his teammates going in the 
final miles, | 

“We're relieved that we made 
t,” said Andre. Two members 
of team Absolute Endo fell ill 
part way through the race, A 
team may only officially finish 
the race if all four members 
reach all the checkpoints and 
cross the finish line together. 
Fortunately for Andre, team 
Absolute Endo managed to stay 
healthy enough to finish the 
race, 

“tT think just being able to 
have teammates recover a little 
quicker gave us an edge,” said 
Andre, 

Winning the race is its own 
reward, as the prize money does 
not outweigh the overall cost of 
participating. 

“Basically, I’m just recoup- 
ing costs for this race,’ said 
Andre. Andre and other com- 
petitors also spent a lot of time 
recouping physically. 

“T had some good sized blis- 
ters,’ said Smith. “I got a new 
appreciation for athletic tape.” 

With the race being so physi- 
cally and monetarily damaging, 
it is easy to question why indi- 
viduals would even consider 
attempting an adventure race in 


the first place. For those who. 


love the sport, however, that 
particular question is a no- 
brainer. 

“I like that it has a variety of 
different disciplines that you 
have to do,” said Andre. 

“f think (the appeal is) work- 
ing with a team and the cama- 
raderie,” said Smith. — 

“Bach person has their own 
limits and they want to see how 
hard they can push them,” said

Michigan Department of 
Agriculture (MDA) Director Dan 
Wyant recently announced the 
amendment of the _ state's 
Emerald Ash Borer (EAB) quar- 
antine, effective immediately, to 
further reduce the ongoing risk of 
artificial spread of EAB. Key 
additions to the quarantine 
include: the ban of movement of 
untreated non-coniferous (hard- 
wood) firewood out of 

. Michigan's Lower Peninsula, and 
allowing the movement of ash 
logs and ash lumber with bark 
out of the Lower Peninsula only 
under a compliance agreement 
with MDA. 

“This updated quarantine now 
includes ail areas where EAB has 
been found in our state, and 
strengthens our ability to restrict 
firewood movement, seize any 
wood illegally moved and impose 
penalties for unlawful movement 
of firewood,” said Wyant. “It 
also gives us broader control over 
the movement of regulated ash

“The EAB Response Project 
and our timber and wood prod- 
ucts industry partners place a 
high value on Michigan’s ash 
resource, and want to contain the 
damage EAB has already done to 
ash trees in our state,” said 
Wyant.

‘This 
reminder was issued as Michigan 
faces its third EIA case diag- 
nosed this year, which is. quite 
early for the disease to appear in 
the state, and as the state enters 
the May through October biting 
fly season. 

EIA, also known as Coggins 
Disease, is a viral disease that 
produces anemia, intermittent 
fever and severe weight loss in 
equidae (horses, ponies, mules 
and donkeys). EYA can not be 
transmitted to other types of ani- 
mals or to people. EFA is spread 
through the exchange of blood 
from an infected animal to an 
uninfected animal, usually by bit- 
ing flies. Using needles or dirty 
surgical equipment on more than 
one animal, or sharing bridles 
and saddles on animals with open 
sores are other potential methods 
of disease transmission. 

Once an animal is infected 
with the virus, it is infected for 
life, regardless of the severity of 
symptoms. No treatment is
